EXPLAINS USE 
OF WAR STAMPS 
ON STOCK SALES 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 28.—Tentative 
regulations for guidance of stock and 
produce exchanges and boards of trade 
in the administratich of war stamp taxes 
effective next Saturday on all sales and 
transfers were issued tonight by Inter- 
nal Revenue Commissioner Roper. The 
final draft will be prepared after fur- 
ther conferences with the advisory com- 
mittee, of exchange representatives, 
which has counseled with the commis- 
sioner on the tentative rules. 

The regulations were framed with the 
intention of preventing the escape of 
tax payments, and at the same time of 
making it as easy as possible for brokers 
or exchanges to affix the proper reyenue 
stamps to sales or exchange documents 
and render the required accouriting. It 


is estimated nearly $100,000,000 will be 
|| raised from the taxes. 


LIVE STOCK QUOTATIONS | 


Every broker, exchange, clearing 
house, and person engaged in stock 
transactions is required to register with 
the internal revenue collector of the dis- 
trict next Saturday, when the provision 
becomes effective. Each then must keep 
strict account of the amount and nature 
of all dealings and report to the collec- 
tor on the 15th of each month. Stamps 
may be bought only from the collector 
on formal requisition. 

The rules for produce or merchandise 
exchanges and sales for future delivery 
are virtually the same as for stock ex- 
changes. Under the revenue law no tax 
is imposed on cash sales of produce for 
immediate or prompt delivery, but all 
futures are taxable, whether originally 
negotiated or transferred from one pur- 
chaser to another. | 

Commissioner Roper gave a liberal in- 
terpretation to the terms “ immediate or 
prompt” by allowing twenty days from 
the date of sale or agreement before the 
transaction passes into the classification 
of futures.

MARKET IN DUMPS. 

New York, Nov. 28.—[Special.]—Not- 
withstanding that commission houses 
received many buying orders for cash, 
both in the railroad and industrial lst, 
one moderate sized firm alone execut- 
ing orders totaling $15,000, mostly in| 
odd lots, the stock market drifted down- 
ward today, and pessimism’ prevailed 
in the financial district. 

Here and there was liquidation of 
the hysterical sort which caused so 
much alarm a fortnight ago. The ap- 
proach of a session of congress is al- 
ways a bugbear to the average Wall 
street speculator. He is always appre- 


hensive that he will be legislated out 
of business. 

It has been Wall street 
that four bills be introduced 


next session which have in view the 
ourtailment of speculation in Wall 
street, and particularly operations on 
the short side of the market. 

Shorts Held in Check. 

There appears to be little need of 
such legislation nowadays, as the strict 
regulations recently adopted by the 
exchange itself have practically elim- 
inated stock market raiding. 

The big operators who were formerly 
accustomed to trade in from 25,000 to 
§0,000 shares of stock a day, and who 
were largely responsible for the sen- 
sational declines in the early part of 
November, are no longer aggressive on 
either side of the market. They seem 
to be unwilling to incur the displeasure : 
change. 

Under the new system it is possible 
to trace each transaction on the ex- 
change, and the mystery which used 
to shroud big speculative operations is 
no longer possible. As a result daily. 
operations on the exchange have fallen 
off about one-third, and there is now 
a greater percentage of bona fide sales 
and purchases in the total transactions 
of the day. 


Absence of Buying Power. 

The short interest has been so small 
that it affords little support to :the 
market in periods of extreme weakness. 
This absence of potential buying power 


and asked prices in many of the active 
shares. 

Some of the selling today was due to 
the unwillingness of speculators to 
carry stocks over the holiday in view 
of the chaotic political conditions in 
Russia and their bearing upon the pros- 
ecution of the war.
